Paul De Kol is known as the great- 
est of the early Advanced Registry 
sires. He was born just twenty-five 
years ago, or January 19,1890, in the 
herd of J. B. Dutcher & Son, Pawl- 
ing, N. Y. In point of breeding he 
possessed the best of that time, be- 
ing from Pauline Paul and by De Kol

IMPROVING QUALITY OF BUTTER 
AND CHEESE 





Prepared and Published by George J. 
Weigle, Wisconsin Dairy and Food 
Commissioner, in The Creamery 
and Milk Piant Monthly. 


The standard of quality will in a 
large measure depend upon the milk 
producers. 

Wisconsin’ holds a national reputa- 
tion as a butter and cheese state, and 
our suecess in selling dairy products 
on the quality basis rests first with 
the farmer. The price he receives 
depends upon what the finished but- 
ter or cheese brings on the market. 

Good butter and cheese can ke 
made everywhere if good, clean-flav- 
ored milk and cream are received at 
the factories. 

The production and sale of milk 
and cream. in accordance with these 
suggestions will be in conformity wit" 
the state dairy laws which forbid. 
under a penalty, the sale or offering 
for sale or delivering of unsanitary 
milk or cream and the manufactur- 
ing for sale of an article of food for 
man from unsanitary milk or unsan- 
itary cream. :

Many years of experience have 
shown that the following points must 
be considered: 

Milk drawn from filthy cows, or 
from cows kept in a stable that is 
not well lighted and ventilated or that 
is filthy from an accumulation of 
manure, or milk exposed to foul or 
noxious odors cannot be lawfully sold ° 
or manufactured into an article of 
food for sale. 

1. Keep the barn clean, well ven- 
tilated, well lighted and free from 
dust. 

2. Whitewash the barn at least once 
a year. It will add to its appear- 
ance, increase its value, lighten the 
dark corners, and make it more san- 
itary. 

3. It is desirable to have dairy cat- 
tle in a barn by themselves. The 
odor from horse stalls, filthy calf pens 
or hog pens is objectionable, because 
it will taint the milk when it is 
drawn. 

4, When constructing a new barn 
or if the old one is remodeled, see

that the walls are smooth and that 
the ceiling is tight. The floor and 
the base of the walls should be con- 
structed of cement in order that the 
liquid manure may be saved and re- 
moved. 

5. Give the cow a chance to keep 
clean. She cannot do it if the stall is 
too long or too short or not high 
enough. Cow stalls should be so con- 
structed that the cows will lie with 
their heads in the manger, otherwise 
they will be compelled to step back- 
ward before lying down, in which 
case they have no chance to keep 
clean. A large gutter and adjusta- 
ble stalls that line all the cows up to 
the gutter are important factors in 
keeping the cows and floor clean. 

6. An abundance of bedding in the 
cow stalls makes for clean milk, clean, 
contented cows, clean floors and the 
saving of the liquid manure. If bedd- 
ing or other absorbents are placed in 
the empty gutter, the liquid manure 
will be absorbed and held at the bot- 
tom. To some extent that practice 
prevents the cows from soiling them- 
selves. 

7. The manure should be removed 
daily and the manger kept clear. 
Cobwebs should be swept down and 
bespattered walls washed. 

8. Manure should not be placed 
against the barn or where the cows 
will be compelled to wade through it 
in going to and from the barn. 

9. Even when the cows live out of 
doors in summer and are in the barn 
only at milking time, failure to clean 
the floor and gutter regularly will 
result in foul odors. 

10. During the summer months 
cows should not be kept in the barn- 


yard over night. They should have 

a clean place to lie. 

Little Details Which Help to Make 
Contented Cows. 

The Wisconsin law provides that 
milk drawn from a diseased cow or 
cow having ulcers or running sores, 
or from cows within eight days be- 
fore or four days after freshening 
cannot ke lawfully sold. 

Cows which are emaciated from 
starvation should be classed as dis- 
eased. 

11. Very frequently, gargety, slimy, 
or other abnormal milks are found, 
the cause of which may be traced to 
inflamed or unsound udders or to cows 
being in the “stripper” stage. Such 
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milks should not be used or sold as 
food for man. 

12. Persons having typhoid, diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, or other con- 
tagious disease must keep away from 
milk or dairy barns. 

13. Daily grooming of cows, when 
stabled, with curry comb and brush 
insures cleaner milk and more of it. 
It pays in dollars and cents. 


It Pays to Watch Carefully the Feed- 
ing of Dairy Cows 

Milk from cows fed unwholesome 
food cannot be lawfully sold. 

14, Decayed or mouldy foods 
should not be used because they are 
liable to taint the milk. When en- 
silage, cabbage, turnips, potatoes, etc., 
are fed they should be given after 
milking and sparingly to begin with, 
and never stored in the barn. 

15. Fresh water should be supplied 
to the cows in abundance, and they 
should have free access to salt. 


It is Not Difficult to Produce Clean 
Milk 

The sale or delivering of unsani- 
tary milk or cream or the manufac- 
turing of the same into a food pro- 
duct forsale is unlawful. 

16. If possible, use the closed top 
or hooded milk pail which catches only 
abount one third the amount of dirt 
that the.open pail does. After using 
the hooded pail’ for two weeks many 
dairymen prefer it to the open pail. 
Thousands of milkers are now using 
the hooded pail. 

17. Use a good strainer. It will 
tell you whether the milk in your 
pail is clean or dirty. Milk will not 
be clean unless some care is taken to 
prevent it from getting dirty. Milk 
once dirty is always dirty.

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18. The sediment test has proven 
that a large number of dairymen 
produce clean milk.\ Most of the 
dirt that gets into the milk falls from 
the cow during the milking. Nearly 
all of it can be easily kept out of the 


’ milk without adding to the cost of 


production. 

19. Milk regularly. The milker’s 
hands should be dry and he should 
wear clean clothes. It is a good plan 
to have water and a clean towel in 
the barn so that milkers can keep 


their hands clean. 


20. With a damp cloth wipe the 
udder flanks before milking and if 
necessary wash the udder. Avoid 
raising dust of any kind prior to 
milking. ., 

Milk and Cream Readily Absorb 
Odors 

On every dairy farm a suitable 
place should be provided where the 
milk and ‘the cream can be stored. 
Rules for the dairy should be rigidly 
observed. 

Milk or cream which is stale or 
putrid or which has teen kept ex- 
posed in dirty, foul or unclean places 
or conditions is condemned by law as 
unsanitary. 

21. When milking has been com- 
pleted, remove the milk promptly 
from the barn. If milk is sold, place 
the cans in a tank containing cold 
water until they are hauled to the 
factory or market. Stir the milk at 
frequent intervals during the first 
hour then place the cover tightly on 
each can. 

22. Always skim cream containing 
between 30% and 40% fat if sold for 
buttermaking purposes, because the 
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richer cream means greater returns 
from the dairy. 

23. The richer cream keeps sweet 
longer, leaves more skim milk for 
the calves and pigs, besides less cream 
to care for and haul to the factory. 

24. Never mix fresh, warm cream 
with cold cream in the storage can. 
Cool the cream from the-separator at 
once. ; 

25. It is advisable to have the dairy 
house separate from the barn. If it 
is connected with the barn, there 
should be no direct entrance from the 
stable portion into the milk house. A 
cement floor is best and it should be 
smooth and pitch towards a drain. 
Under-ground drains should be trap- 
ped, otherwise they will discharged 
foul odors into the milk house. 

26. Where cream only is produced 
the milk house should have a cooling 
tank, small koiler or water heater, 
wash sink, table and draining rack, 
besides a place for the separator and 
the Babcock tester. 

27. Oil stoves or gasoline engines 
or foul smelling utensils must not be 
placed in the milk house, because milk 
is readily tainted by the odors given 
off. 

28. Regardless of the season of the 
year, milk should be kept in cold 
water. The kitchen or the cellar will 
not as a rule answer the purpose. 

29. Milk or cream is the finished 
product of the dairy farm, two crops 
‘of which are harvested daily. Com- 
mon sense will demand that a proper 
place be provided for the storing and 
cooling of that important crop so 
that it may be maintained at the 
highest value.

30. Where cream only is sold and 
a milk house has not been provided, 
it is advisable to obtain a barrel and 
place it near the stock watering 
tank. A box can be placed around 
the barrel and in winter the space 
filled with straw. The barrel and 
the box should have tightly fitting 
covers. All of the water pumped for 
the stock should pass through the 
barrel, entering through a hole drilled 
akove the hoop located just above 
the middle and discharging near the 
bottom and the water should leave 
the barrel through a hole below this 
same hoop. The pipe carrying the 
discharge water should be one-fourth 
of an inch larger than the inlet pipe. 
A barrel should hold one 8 or 10-gal- 
lon can and a smaller can, approxi- 
mately 8 inches wide and from 20 to 
22 inches deep. The purpose of the 
small can is to hold the cream from 
each skimming until it is cooled. 

Dairy Utensils Must Be Cleaned 

Right or They Will Retain 
a Bad Odor 


Cream produced by the use of a 
separator which had not been thor- 
oughly washed after previous use or 
which is stationed in an unclean or 
filthy room or place is defined by law 
as unsanitary. 

Milk or cream which has been kept 
or transported in dirty, rusty or open- 
seamed cans is defined by law as 
unsanitary. 

31. Cream is too valuable a product 
to be injured in quality by the sep- 
arator. Wash the bowl twice a day, 
otherwise the cream will be tainted 
and butter fat may be lost in the 
skim milk. 

32. In washing dairy utensils it is 
a good plan to first rinse all parts 
with clean cold water, then with a 
brush wash thoroughly in hot water 
to which a little washing powder has 
been added. Then rinse with boiling. 
water and allow each part to dry 
without being wiped with a cloth. 

33. Milk, cream, dairy utensils and 
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the milk house should be protected 
from flies. 

Resolve to produce the best grade 
of milk, or cream and, so far as pos- 
sible, do not permit anyone to mix it 
with an inferior article.

Tilly Alcartra, the greatest milk 
cow the world has ever known, is still 
adding to her laurels. 

After making her world’s record 
production of 30,452 pounds milk in 
one year, she freshened and started 
right off again at a clip that ex- 
ceeds all her previous performances. 
As noted in the May Journal she had 
already increased her 7-day butter 
record, and was over the 30 pound 
mark. Since that time she has been 
gaining steadily in production, and 
at the present writing, 60 days after 
calving, she is at her highest mark, 
with a possibility of still further in- 
crease. She has now increased her 
7-day record to 783.7 pounds milk 
and 32.23 pounds butter. This is an 
average of 112 pounds milk per day. 

It seems hard to judge the limit 
of the production of this great Hol- 
stein cow, for she is now only six 
years old and is in the best physical 
condition of her career. As she her- 
self is a result of the combination of 
great producing and _ transmitting 
blood, we may expect that a large 
measure of her great production will 
be carried on through her sons. 

Her youngest son, now only a few 
weeks old, is a fine, rugged and 
nicely marked youngster, straight as 
a string. He combines the greatest 
milk producing blood of the breed, and 
is without doubt the most valuable 
bull born recently. A. W. Morris & 
Sons Corporation, Woodland, Cal., 
owners of Tilly Alcartra, have de- 
clined to put a price on this calf, al- 
though it is reported that they have 
been approached to consider an offer 
that would establish a new high rec- 
ord price for Holstein bulls. 


A fine class of young cows have 
started off on another lactation per- 
iod in the Morris herd and their 7-day 
records indicate some very large year- 
ly records, for it is characteristic of 
practically the whole Morris herd to 
accomplish yearly records that are en- 
tirely consistent with the 7-day rec- 
ords of the various individual cows.

TO SUCCEED WITH ALFALFA 

Almost every farmer is interested 
in growing alfalfa. Some have tried 
it and failed. Many have succeeded 
and are reaping the benefits of this 
wonderful crop for live stock farms. 
As a hay crop it excels all others in 
yields, feeding value, drought resist- 
ance, and soil enrichment. Yet it is 
not advisable to attempt to grow al- 
falfa under all circumstances. It is 
a rather particular crop, requiring 
certain soil conditions and proper 
treatment. The beginner in alfalfa 
growing must first of all be a stud- 


ent of alfalfa. He must study the’ 


crop and learn its requirements. If 
he is not willing to pay attention to 
such important details as inoculation. 
liming, proper seeding methods, and 
cutting at the proper stage, he had 
better not try to grow alfalfa.

SILAGE WILL KEEP

Gradually change cows from winter 
grain and hay rations to fresh pas- 
tures and meadows. 

Prevent indigestion, because indi- 
gestion is the direct cause of bloat. 

Feed cows their usual ration of dry 
hay and grain before turning them 
out to pasture. 

Keep cows off clover and alfalfa 
fields until dew or rain has dried off, 
and never turn them on such fields on 
moisture-laden, “muggy” days. 

Give cattle access to a mixture of ° 
salt and slaked lime. 

Visit pastures frequently in early 
summer and, if possible, take along 
proper remedies and instruments for 
relieving bad cases of bloat.

If Prohibition is such a good thing 
in time of.war, why is it not a good 
thing in time of peace? 
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Buying, Selling, Testing, Registering, 
Transferring and Shipping Live Stock 








By G. H. Truckell. 





Having attended to Tuberculin 
Testing, and in receipt of the State 
approved certificates, our young 
breeder is ready to ship out the ani- 
mal. If three or more head of large 
cattle, it will usually be cheaper to 
ship by freight. For this purpose a 
box car, preferably with an end door 
for ventilation, should be the choice, 
except in very hot weather, or where 
the car is crowded, when a slatted 
car is chosen and the animals un- 
loaded and fed enroute, and quite 
often left untied in the cars. 

The car should be well bedded and 
if an attendant goes with the ani- 
mals, a reserve supply included and 
at least an old shovel put in the car 
to help keep soiled bedding from un- 
der the animals. _The probable time 
of the journey can be obtained from 
your railroad agent, if he is at al! 
well posted, and sufficient grain and 
hay included in the shipment. The 
doorway should ke slatted or boarded 
so that the door can be kept partly 
open, if thought advisable, and to 
keep the animals from getting out of 
the cars, should one get untied or 
break her rope during rough hand- 
ling in the railroad yards. 

A copy of the tuberculin test certi- 
ficate should be carried by the atten- 
dant to show when entering other 
states. If there is no attendant, copy 
of the permit or test certificate 
should be attached to the billing by 
the railroad agent, whether shipment 
is made by freight or express. Water 
in barrels, pails for milking and wa- 
tering, a lantern, and a hammer or 
hatchet are among the necessities. 
Where an attendant does not go 
along, a barrel can be firmly fastened 
in a corner of the car, water placed 
therein, and an armful of hay set in 
the barrel to prevent slopping. On 
long trips a deck or upper story is 
sometimes built in the car, feed 
stored thereon, and the attendant 
sleeps on the reserve fodder and bed- 
ding, 

Express shipment is easier. Ex- 
plicit instructions as to care and feed 
should be written on the building. If 
you get a complaint on the condition 
of the animal from the purchaser, 
due to insufficient care enroute, kick 
vigorously to the Superintendent of 
the Express Company and he will in- 
vestigate and endeavor to find the 
cause. While this does not help on 
the one animal, it may in future 








shipments, and, anyway, it ‘is for the 
good of the fraternity. The day is 
past when shipper’s complaints were 
contemptuously disregarded by ex- 
press companies. 


One case I knew of some years ago, 
a shipment from New York to Dako- 
ta, the animal reached Chicago all 
right and from thence the animal 
went over one railroad and the feed 
over another, reaching. the destina- 
tion some five hours afterwards. In- 
sult was added to injury by an extra 
bill presented to the purchaser for 
carriage of the feed and responsibil- 
ity for the whole affair was evaded 
by the express company on the 
grounds that, altho instructions as 
to care and feeding were on the bill- 





ing, some one did not bill the feed as 
well as the animal. Afterwards, how- 
ever, we had the satisfaction of learn- 
ing that every man on the line who 
had anything to do with the trans- 
action got a calling. Matters have 
materially improved since then. 

If two or three small animals, 
erates will have to be built. These 
should be of light dry lumber, spruce 
being a favorite. In measuring, from 
the base of the horns to the tailhead, 
or from the point of the shoulder to 
tailhead and add eight inches are 
good rules. Four or six inches over 
the extreme width of the animal 
should be allowed, depending upon 
the size. The stanchion crate, with 
the animal’s head out, is preferable, 
saves lumber, is lighter and keeps the 
animal from injury by jumping or 
throwing itself. 

Hay.can be put up in large bran 
sacks, grain and a pail provided. A 
sample billing is: One bull crated, 
two. bags hay, one bag grain, one pail. 
Weight 800 lbs. Feed four quarts

ally that the cows making exceptional 
records are sports and that it is very 
doubtful if any practical good comes 
from these records. The Dairyman 
also says, “Curiously enough these 
great cows come mainly from family 
lines hitherto out of the direct chan- 
nel of high renown.” Were this state- 
ment true, it would prove these great 
producers to be strictly sports, but 
we challenge its correctness. In the 
Holstein-Friesian breed, world’s rec- 
ords have been produced among any 
one of a large number of blood lines, 


the De Kols, Korndykes, Hengervelds, ' 


Pontiacs, Ormsbys, Johannas, Burkes, 
etc., and all new champions contain 
the blood of some of these families. 
This tends to disprove the “sport” 
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erally existent in the Holstein-Frie- 
sian cow in potential form. 


Of course somebody must holler 
condemnation, but where is the harm 
to the dairy industry in these: excep- 
tional records? The Dairyman merely 
doubts that any good can come from 
them. But why doubt it? The pure- 
bred business would be mighy dull 
and uninteresting without the stimu- 
lating and inspiring effect of great 
records which demonstrate to the 
mass of breeders, as nothing else 
could, the latent possibilities in their 
own dairy cattle; it points out to 
them the almost unlimited opportun- 
ity for herd improvement which lies 
ahead of them. Not so many years 
ago it was the general belief that an 
annual production of 5,000 pounds of 
milk was all that could be expected 
from any dairy cow, and we would 
still be in total ignorance of any- 
thing like the bovine capacity had 
not breeders continually strove to ex- 
cel. Now we know that even a herd 
average of 20,000 pounds a year is 
by no means the limit. Is not this 
knowledge a great encouragement for 
the smaller breeders to strive onward 
with every effort to increase the pro- 
duction of their cattle? Is not this 
a practical good resulting directly 
from exceptional records? The effort 
of the Dairyman to belittle the value 
of great records is a decided mis- 
take, 


The Dairyman advocates. that 
breeding associations turn their at- 
tention more to herd averages and 
suggests that a set of premiums be 
offered for those pure bred herds that 
average, in a herd of 20 or more, 400 
pounds of butter per cow, with addi- 
tional premiums for increased pro- 
duction. It says, “That policy would 
reach more effectively the great mass 
of dairy farmers where the spirit 
of progress needs most to be fos- 
tered.” But would it? The awards, 
of course, would be based on semi- 
official test, which would necessitate 
that every milking cow in competing 
herds be carried continually under 
semi-official test. This, due to the ex- 
pense, would at once eliminate all of 
the small breeders and leave compe- 
tition open to the few at the top. We 
believe the present system of offering 
prizes for milk and butter production 
of single individuals is much to be 
preferred by the smaller breeders, as 
any breeder may produce a great cow 
and it is not beyond his means to test 
her and, thereby, win a prize. 
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If women vote, they will often vote

It is seen in the 
size of the membership role and the 
financial status of our National Asso- 
ciation, by the amount of official test- 
ing and by the demand for cattle as 
indicated from the volume of transfers 
issued from the Secretary’s office, 
Another sign, which can always be 
depended on, is the favorable com- 
ment of competitors. When the Jer- 
sey Bulletin, which has always ab- 
horred the thought of admitting that 
the Holstein-Friesians possess even a 
single good quality, comes out with 
a positive admission of great Hol- 
stein popularity by publishing an ar- 
ticle entitled, “Why are Holsteins 
Popular,” we can rest assured it is 
no delusion. 

The writer is plainly a follower of 
the Jersey faith. His tactics and 
logic prove it. He writes, “without 
question the Holstein is the most pop- 
ular dairy breed in this country at 
the present time.” He enumerates 
the causes and then proceeds to un- 
fold to light the debasing impulses 
wihch cause Holstein-Friesian breed- 
ers to adopt such dishonorable means 
to an end. We have endeavored to 
sift out the essence of the author’s 
sentiments in each instance which we 
are including in parentheses after 
the causes, as follows: 

1. The Holstein association has 
been especially active. (Rather ques- 
tionable practice.) 

2. They took a skort cut to popu- 
larity by way of the short-time tests, 
the seven-day test being the favorite. 
(A decidedly underhanded trick.) 

3. By “forcing” cows to produce 
way above normal. (No Jersey breed- 
er would stoop to such dastardly 
practice, of course not.) 

4, By figuring records in 80 per 
cent butter. (Very dishonorable.) 

5. By publishing broadcast, butter 
fat tests obtained under these force 
methods. (Most unkindest cut of all.) 

6. “Another reason for the present 
popularity of the Holsteins is the 
great quantity of milk they produce.” 
(Yes, but the quality is a fright.) 

7, “The size of the Holstein has 
helped her along on the road to pop- 
ularity.” (Not fair to use that as a 
factor in exploiting the Holstein cow.) 

Here the writer hands us a bou- 
quet: “Under the right conditions 
they (Holsteins) can produce both 
milk and butter-fat at a profit and 
to the man who is partial to the black 
and white cow she is without question 
the cow for him to keep........ * 

We should have been in favor of 
extending the writer a vote of thanks 








for this most generous admission, but 
he finished the above sentence by say- 
ing: “but to the man who is open to 
conviction as to which breed is best 
for him to keep, and to the man who 
prefers the other breeds, remember 
that the Holstein cow has yet to win 
her laurels as an economic producer 
of milk and butter fat.” 

It looks like an anomaly that the 
most popular dairy cow has yet to win 
her laurels as a producer of milk 
and butter fat, but, of course it-isn’t 
because the popularity is due to the 
underhanded methods of exploitation 
practiced by Holstein-Friesian breed- 
ers. 

P. T. Barnum once said: “You can 
fool some of the people all of the 
time, and all of the people some of 
the time, but you can’t fool all of the 
people all of the time,” but here we 
find our Holstein-Friesian breeders 
are actually getting by with this im- 
possible stunt of fooling all of the 
people all of the time. All we have 
to say, is, ye poor, miserable Holstein- 
Friesian breeders, aren’t ye ashamed!

Holstein-Friesian cattle will be 
especially well taken care of in the 
live stock exhibit’ department of the 
initial Free State Fair which will 








be held here from September 13 to 
17. The growing interest in the 
black and whites among Kansas 
dairymen and the rapid progress 


with which the Holsteins have in- 
vaded the dairy field of the Jay- 
hawker state is responsible for this 
interest. 

While many of the animals shown 








| furnished by the 
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probably will come from Nebraska, 
Missouri and Iowa and perhaps a 
few from Wisconsin, still there are 
several Kansas herds which are ex- 
pegted to rank high in the competi- 
tions offered. 

Within the last five or ten years 
Holstein-Friesian communities have 
begun to grow up in the state. Nota- 
ble among these is that at Mulvane, 
Kansas, where the black and whites 
have gained a monopoly of the dairy 
business and furnish practically all 
of the milk which supplies a large 
condensery there. It is estimated 
that over $1,000,000 is paid annually 
by the condensery to the farmers in 
its locality for the products of their 
herds. A notable herd in the Mul- 
vane community is that owned by 
Walter Roscoe Stubbs, former gov- 
ernor of Kansas and prospective can- 
didate for the United States senate 
at the next election on the Republican 
ticket.

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BUTTER FAT CONTEST FOR 
KANSAS FAIR

Topeka, Kas., July, 1915. 

In order to create a larger interest 
in dairying among farmers and dai- 
rymen, the Kansas Free State Fair 
Association will conduct for three 
days during the fair, from Septem- 
ker 14 to 16, a butter fat test and will 
offer suitable prizes and premiums 
for cows making the best records. It 
is believed the contest will result in 
arousing the dairymen and farmers 
to a more economical production of 
milk and dairy products. The con- 
test will be under the direction of 
Superintendent. George S. Hine, state 
dairy commissioner, Manhattan, Kan. 

The following rules and _ regula- 
tions govern the test: 

In order to enter an animal in thts 
test, the owner must fill out an entry 
blank for each animal he wishes to 
enter. 

All entries must be made to S. E.

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LAKE COUNTY ALFALFA AUTO 
TOUR A GREAT SUCCESS 
Friday and Saturday, June 18-19th, 
150 farmers and others interested in 
the growing of alfalfa, had a two- 
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day trip throughout the county, visit- 
ing the alfalfa fields. 


This spring has been an unusually 
wet spring; a few fields were planted 
to corn the last week of April, and 
they were scarcely touched for five 
weeks. During the meantime the first 
crop of alfalfa was cut, corhmencing 
May 17th. This hay was cut one day 
and raked the next day into win-rows, 
then put into hay cocks and left until 
it was cured. Some of this was even 
put in cocks the same day it was cut. 
A great deal of this stood out from 
10 to 14 days, and was rained on as 
much as 9 days, and still yielded a 
good sweet cron of leafy feed. 

We found alfalfa growing success- 
fully on every type of soil in the 
county, and it was clearly proven that 
alfalfa could stand more rain than 
any other roughage that we were 
growing at the present time, unless 
it would be soybeans. It was further 
shown that every one who was rais- 
ing alfalfa and feeding it to dairy 
cows, and a large number testifiel to 
the fact, that alfalfa hay gave them 





more milk than any other feed, One 
party in testing out his first cutting 
against gluten feed, found that when 
he substituted alfalfa hay for gluten 
feed, that there was no falling off jp 
the milk flow. 

The success in growing alfalfa in 
this county can be summed up in but 
a few words: we must have good 
drainage, either natural or artificial; 
must have sweet soil, i. e., it must 
either contain limestone or have it 
applied, and applied at the rate of 
two to five tons per acre; we must 
have live organic matter or available 
plant food; and have a well prepared 
seed bed, and inoculate the ground if 
necessary. Also, northern or north- 
western grown seed from non-irri- 
gated land is preferable. 

Other points of interest which were 
discussed were that first-class alfalfa 
hay is equal to bran in feeding value 
for dairy cows, and that while some 
beef cattle experiments show oat 
straw equal to alfalfa in feeding, that 
it is a fact that alfalfa hay gives 
better results at the beginning of the

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THE ALCOHOL MILK TEST 

Washington, D. C. 
The alcohol milk test, used to some 
extent in Europe and believed by 
some investigators to be a quick means 
of testing the condition and keeping| 
quality of milk, is not a satisfactory 
substitute for bacterial examination, 
according to bacteriologists of the U. 
S. Dept. of Agriculture. The alco- 
hol test is based on the fact that when 
equal parts of 68 per cent alcohol 
and milk are mixed and the mixture: 
shaken gently in a test tube, a flaky, 
white precipitate will form under cer- 
tain conditions. The occurrence of 
this precipitate is held, by those who 





believe in the test, to indicate that | 


changes have been produced in mixed 
market milk as a result of bacterial 
fermentation. The department’s in- 
vestigators who have reported on the 
results of this test, in bulletin 202, 
“The Alcohol Test in Relation to 
Milk,” find that alcohol will produce 
this percipitate when the mixed mar- 
ket milk contains a certain amount 
of lactic acid or rennet produced by 
varieties of bacteria which form these 
substances. As a consequence milk 
may be high in bacteria or other va- 
rieties without showing the pre- 
cipitate when alsohol is added. 
Moreover, it has been discovered that 
even with lactic-acid or rennet-form- 
ing organisms present in the milk, 
the precipitate does not show until 
these organisms have produced a con- 
siderable amount of the special sub- 
stances which seem to cause the reac- 
tion with alcohol.

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FINDING NEW USES FOR WOOD 


Everybody knows that the most 
successful manufacturer of today is 
he who most effectually utilizes the 
waste products of his industry. The 
heads of the great meat packing es- 
tablishments were among the first to 
awaken to a. realization of that fact, 
and so completely has the waste in 
that industry been eliminated that it 
has become a common saying, con- 
cerning the slaughter of pigs, that 
“everything is saved but the equeal.” 
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Portions of the animal, formerly re- 
garded as refuse and destroyed at 
considerable expense, now are util- 
ized in by-products so effectually as 
to produce import revenues that go 
far in cutting down operating ex- 
penses. 

Another “big business’ that is just 
getting thoroughly awake to the pos- 
sibilities of the utilization of waste 
materials is the lumber industry, 
which, contemplating a diminishing 
timber supply and greatly increased 
cost of production of building mater- 
ial, is expending millions of dollars 
in research work devoted to finding 
uses for the “odds-and-ends” of wood 
formerly discarded without a thought 
of their possible utility. 

What has already been accom- 
plished along that line, especially in 
the great Southern yellow pine for- 
ests, would amaze an “old-time” lum- 
berman out of touch in recent years 
with changing conditions. Research 
work in field and laboratory has de- 
veloped so many uses for lumber 
“culls” and waste materials that to- 
day the Southern yellow pine inter- 
ests, 
pretty near utilizing 
the squeal”. 

Turpentine and rosin have long 
been important by-products of the 
Southern pine forests, but under old 
methods these were obtained princi- 
pally by “bleeding” standing trees, 
much as the sugar maple is bled for 
its sweet sap for making maple su- 
gar. Recent improvements have made 
it possible to recover turpentine and 


rosin from stumps and mill waste, 
until now it is estimated that the 
immediate possible returns from that 
source will amount to many million 
dollars annually. Excelsior, char- 
coal and pine tar also are important 
by-products, which are now being 
made in quantities from wood frag- 
ments formerly destroyed by fire. 
Pine oil, used. in the manufacture of 
varnishes and paints, is a compara- 
tively new product from waste, ob- 
tained by distillation. The yellow 
pine mill scraps, shredded and sub- 
jected to chemical treatment, yield a 
pulp that is made into the strongest 
wrapping paper that is known. Uses 
have been found even for the pine 
needles, the “leaves” of the tree, 
which, distilled green, yield an oil of 
balsamic odor; while boiling the nee- 
dles in a solution of alkali produces 
“pine wool”, a fibrous substance that 
is carded and woven into fabrics or 
used in upholstering. 

Probably the most important sav- 
ing in the Southern yellow pine in- 
dustry, however, is that of the upper 
portions of the trees, formerly re- 
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jected as worthless, but now worked 
up into fence posts and _ creosoted. 
Improvements in the method treating 
wood with creosote oil is largely re- 
sponsible for the saving of the pine 
tree tops and their manufacture into 
fence posts on a large scale. South- 
ern yellow pine is naturally impreg- 
nated with quantities of rosin and 
wood oils that make the wood remark- 
ably resistant to decay, and when 
these preservatives are reinforced 
with creosote oil, the pine is rendered 
practically impervious to the action 
of moisture, mold, or other agencies 
that tend to destroy. The demand 
for creosoted yellow pine, whether in 
posts or structural timbers and lum- 
ber generally, is reaching enormous 
proportions as builders everywhere 
learn of the remarkable durability of 
the wood so treated. In England, cre- 
osoted Southern yellow pine not only 
is used extensively for wood block 
paving and heavy construction, but 
before the beginning of the European 
war it was fast superseding all other 
material for farm building in many 
foreign countries. So great has been 


like the ‘packing interests, come! the demand for the creosoted wood 
“everything but} that manufacturers predict that creo- 


soted lumber and fence posts soon 
will be a part of the regular stock of 
all retail dealers in lumber. 





NEW TEST FOR, ACID SOILS 

A simple little device has been per- 
fected at the Agricultural Experiment 
station which promises to be of great 
value in improving and developing 
many of the soils of the state. It 
was devised by Professor Emil Truog. 

By its use it is possible to tell how 
acid a soil is and how much lime will 
have to be applied to correct this acid- 
ity. 

It consists of an alcohol burner, a 
cup to measure soil, a graduate to 
measure water, a few strips of paper, 
and some chemicals which can be pur- 
chased at any drug store. It is “no 
trick” to mix the water, soil and 
chemicals together if a flask and set 
this mixture over the alcohol burner 
until it boils. Then by laying one of 
the strips of paper, soaked in another 
chemical, over the mouth of the flask 
for two minutes, observing the color 
the paper turns and comparing this 
with a card of standard colors, the 
farmer knows definitely how much 
acid is in his soil. The gas given off 
by the boiling mixture colors the 
strips of this paper in shades from 
light yellow to black depending on 
how much acid is present to set free 
the gas. 

The test can be made in the field 
and by anyone who will follow the 
directions. It is described in Bulletin 
249, Experiment Station, Madison.
